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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed July 10th, 2006, have been fully considered but they 
are deemed not persuasive. 

2. In the remarks, Applicant argued in substance that: 

(A) Bluetooth® is not used in the specification to refer to goods, and therefore is 
exempt from trademark display requirements. 

As to point (A), the Bluetooth® trade name refers to a particular short-range 
wireless specification, and not a particular product. As a result, use in a specification 
requires that it be represented with its federal registration symbol ("®"), and use in a 
claim is uncertain. See http://www.bluetooth.eom/Bluetooth/SIG/T rademark/ for further 
information on using the Bluetooth trademark and what the trade name represents. 

(B) The rejection of claim 1 1 was improper as was the finality of the office action. 
As to point (B), all of the rejections in the prior office action were necessitated by 

the applicant's amendments to independent claims 1,11, and 21. The use of medium, 
without an accompanying definition to define beyond the plain language meaning, 
embodies forms including signals as per the current guidelines on 35 U.S.C. 101 . 
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(C) Prior art of Bodenmann fails to teach establishing a connection, storing 
exchanged information, and using stored information to reestablish a connection. 

As to point (C), Bodemann teaches establishing a wireless link, storing 
information exchanged to establish said link, and using said stored information to 
reestablish said link (Bodemann, col. 4, lines 4-18; col. 10, line 61 to col. 11, line 12). 
Further arguments presented by applicant as to Bodemann's applicability speak to 
limitations not present in the claimed subject matter.
